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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 07 June 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant has argued that the amendments to claims 4 and 34 are sufficient to 
overcome the 35 U.S.C. 102(e) rejection in view of Carpentier (U.S. Patent Number 6,338,740). 
Firstly, Applicant has included the limitation "elastic wire-form" however, this limitation is not 
supported by the specification. 

2. Furthermore, Applicant's proper amendments merely add functional language to the 
claim limitations. Specifically, Applicant has defined that the device is to be positioned at or 
above the heart valve annulus, wherein the device has a spring constant and that the spring 
constant is sufficient to displace and stretch the tissue along an axis at or above a heart valve 
annulus. 

3. Applicant has argued that the Carpentier reference does not disclose such a device 
because the device of the Carpentier is located below the natural leaflets in the downstream 
direction (Remarks: Page 6, Last Paragraph). However, the Carpentier device is disclosed as an 
aortic valve with the blood flow moving from the left ventricle through the aortic valve in an 
upward direction, so downstream is in fact above the valve. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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5. Claims 4, 7, 8, 10, 12, 16, 17, 19, 22, 23, 29, 30, and 34-37 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The 
claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The addition of the limitation 
"elastic wire-form body" within the claims is improper because the limitations does not have 
sufficient support within the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in 
the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 4, 7, 8, 10, 12, 16, 17, 19, 22, 23, 29, 30, and 34-37 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Carpentier (U.S. Patent Number 6,338,740) 
Carpentier discloses a heart valve with a stent member (74) comprised of Nitinol (col. 8, lines 
26-35) wherein the stent member comprises spaced apart struts and is configured to be placed 
within a heart valve annulus (col. 2, lines 28-35). The stent member inherently lies in a 
compressive state which places the surrounding tissue in a state of tension.
